A few Jays ago a workman in iibode 


Island asUed the editor oC tbe New York 
Press; tho chfltreuce between the wages 
here and in tho countries o£ Europe. 
The Press answevod by producing a table 
of much interest to all persons who oare 
to give tho question of labor uny study, 
Tho'table shows the wtokly rate cf wagos 
paid in the woolsn factories of Massa- 
chusetts, which is tbe same, or nearly so, 
in other states, and also in France 
(Hheims district,) and Germany (Kheuish 
disUiot). It is impossible to doubt the 
accuracy ot this table, as Carroll D. 
Wright is responsible for tho United 
States flares, ex-Oonsnl Frisbie for those 
ot France, Robert Gnffen for tho Eng- 
liah and ex-Consul DuBois for those o; 
Germany.

iiAMuA-OTCH?, Jan. 2G.—A btU was intro-

Hr. Sprinjar (III) presented a memorial

Mr. Bacon (3T. T.) asked unanimous con- 


Bant for tha pretont consideration of tho 
resolution reported from tho Committee on 
Manufactures, directing tho committed to 
inquire into the names, number and extont 
ot tho corporr.Uons engaged in manufactur- 
ing or mining or dealing in any o£ the ne- 
cessities ot liilo and known as "trusts" 
and "pools," thoir 
methods of 
doing 


business, and tho effect of their combina- 
tion upon tbo prices of necessaries. Mr. 
Randall (Pa.) said ho would like to have tho 
resolution amended so as to extend tho in- 
quiry to Include, tho Standard Oil Company 
and tho whisky trust, and every trust of 
any kind in tbe United States. If Congress 
had a federal way ot Interfering with 
these organizations it might bo useful 
to exorcise It Mr. Brumm (Pa.) wanted to 
have tho inquiry extended so as to apply to 
anthracite combinations. Mr. Scott (Pa) 
said Congress had nothing whatever to do 
with tho question. Mr. Hopkins (DL) Bug- 
Bested that tho resolution only looked to an 
Investigation. Congress then could deter- 
mine what powers it had in tho premises. 
Mr. Scott called attention to tho Jact that 
nothing had como of tho Congressional In- 
vestigation into tho strike on tho Missouri 
Pacific. 3tr. Hopkins inquired whether tho 
Erontloinan, because one criminal was ac- 
quitted, would not try to enforce the crim- 
inal laws. Mr. Scott replied that he was 
not trying to acquit any one. 


Mr. Mason (111), tho author of tbe resolu- 


tion, said that it was not his object to au- 
thorize a smelling committee to invado 
States and investigate tho business of per- 
sona doing business under Stato law. Tho 
object ot hlB resolution was the ascertain 
rnent of tho offieot which combinations had 
on tho price o£ necessaries; and, fur- 
ther, to ascertain whether or not, by reason 
of the tariff, thoso combinations were ablo 
to ralso tho prico of necessaries. Thera 
wero some industrious men in our country 
who would like |to havo a corner on tho 
sunshine and levy a tax ol $1,000 a day 
upon It. His object was to prevent tbe 
tariff laws, which be bcllovod in, being per- 
verted and turned against the poople. 


Mr. Nelson (Minn.) inquired whether the 


gentleman had any doubt that tho tariff 
laws indirectly co-operated to aid tho 
trusts: 


Mr. Mason replied that ho had 110 doubt 


that there was a class of men who took ad- 
vantage of tbo taruT laws, and therefore 
thoso who believed in a high protective 
tariff, thought that there ought to be sorao 
way to prevent thoso laws being perverted. 
If there was no-way to protect the people 
against theso trusts except by a revinion ol 
tho tariff ho was ready to vote on that 
question now. 


Mr. Brumm (Pa.) suggested that tho great 


monopolies In the country wero tboso which 
wore not affected by tho tarlir. They wero 
tho Standard Oil Company, tho Western 
Union Telegraph and tho anthracite-coal 
combination. 


Mr. liayner (ltd.) criticised tho resolution 


as not being broad enough. It would nol 
Include tho Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, which had swallowed up every other 
telegraph company for the purpose of con- 
trolling tho business. It would notaCect 
tho Standard Oil Company, whioU was a 
combination of different corporations, each 
one of which 
was created by 
tho 


sovereignty of a particular State. Tho 
ISoadlng coal strike was a great question 
which was agitating tho publlo mind. Tho 
Bonding Company was incorporated by 
Pennsylvania, but it shipped its commerce 
all ovor the country. 
That company 


(which had entered into n conspiracy 
to strike down labor 
in 
the Lehigh 


and Schuylkill regions in order to increase 
tho price of coal) would not be affected by 
tho Investigation. In order to extend tho 
scope of inquiry, ho movod to strike out 
tho clause which confines the inquiry to 
trusts not Incorporated under tho laws of 
any State. The motion was agreed to. 


On motion of Mr. I'.andall several amend- 


ments tending to broaden tho scope 6£ tho 
inquiry wore agreed to. 


The resolution, with iho accompanying 


preamble, was then adopted, and tho Housf 
adjourned.

Harvard's Oldont Qraduato an<l an Octo- 


'Conarlftn Ofllco-Holder. 


•\VilliamKussoll Sovor, tho oldest (rradu- 


ate of Harvard Collogo, who diod at 
Plymouth rocontly, \vas. according'to tha 
Boston Herald, born at Kingston, May 30, 
3791. His ancestry in tho mala lino is 
traced as follows by [Hon. William T. 
Day is in big "Ancient Landmarks of 
Plymouth:" Robert Scavor came over in 
tho JIarv and Jobn in 1C34. and settled in 
Roxbiirv, whero ho married Elizabeth 
JJailardi or Alliard, the same voar. His 
third child, Caleb, dropped tho "a" in the 
family namo, making it Saver. Nicholas, 
a son of Caleb, settled in Kingston ia 
17!!8, and in 1T55 his son, William, mar- 
ried Sarah, daughter of James Warren, 
o lineal descendant of Richard Warren, 
who camo in tho Mayflower. John Sever, 
tho younfrest son of William, married in 
1700 Sarah, ft daughter of John Russell, 
having six children, William B. being the 
oldest. 
Mr. Sovor's early days woro 


passed in tho pretty country town ot 
Kincston, adjoining Plymouth on tho 
north, leaving that place at tho ago of 
seventeen to enter Harvard Collogo, being 
prepared therefore by Rev. John Allyn, 
of the class of J7S5. He graduated in tho 
class of 1511, • after a three years' course. 
Ho then began tho study of law with 
Judge Joshua Thomas, who was also a 
Harvard graduate o£ tha class of 1772. In 
1814, 
having passed his examination 


with 
credit, 
lie 
-was 
admitted 
to 


tho Plymouth County bar ond prac- 
ticed lor several years in his native 
town, until his falling health demanded 
tho rolinquishmODt of his chosen profes- 
sion. Ho removed to Plymouth in 1834 
and became at once, what he always re- 
mained, one of tho roost respected citizens 
o" tho town. Four years after settling in 
Plymouth bo was chosen county treasur- 
er, holding tho office for thirty-eight years 
continuously and having the iinplicit con- 
fidence of all with m'hom ho had dealings- 
When ho attained tho age of eighty-dvo, 
although again tendered the office be had 
faithfully filled so many years, ho ro- 
signed his position and would not bo per- 
suaded to reconsider hi» resignation, bat 
firmly declined accepting aaother term.

such marked attention that so coral drug- 
gists had had a number o£ analyses made 
by Eastern chemists, and tho latter had 
reported thoir tests mnningfrom one-half 
to tbroo-fourths borax and a very small 
proportion of genuine cocaine. Pulver- 
ized borax has very much the same ap- 
pearance as cocaine, aud but few oiporti 
could toll tho difference without a critical 
eiaoiinatioa. The discovery of tho fraud 
has caused a groat deal of excitement Ia 
tbo trado, a» it is particularly felt in tho 
preparations of solutions.
